At the White 
House tonight it was said by 
officials close to the President 
that he does not plan to with- 


State of Colorado must be prepared 
te meintain peace in the coal miners’ 
strike districts without Federal aid. 
The President said that Federal troops 
would remain in the troubled districts 
only until the State of Colorado has 
time. and opportunity to resume com- 
Plete . sovereignty and control. 

“I cannot conceive that the State 
is willing to forego her sovereignty 
or to throw herself entirely upon the 
govérmment of the United States,” 
said President Wilson. 

In response Gov. Ammons tele- 
graphed the President, .pointing out 
that an extra session of the Legisia- 
ture, just adjourned, had provided a 
$1,000,000 bond issue to cover past 
and future expenses of the State mili- 
tla. The Governor expressed confi- 
dence that as soon as these funds are 
avaliable the State would be able to 
control the situation.’ : 

The Colorado coal mine districts, 
where approximately 6000 miners 
have been on strike since last Sep- 
tember 23, have been under a virtual 
martial law for months and have been 
guarded by United States Cavalry 
for about three weeks. Previous to 
the arrival of Federal troops, the 
mines were guarded by the State 
militia. It was during the control by 
the militia that riots and battles be- 
tween strikers and mine guards broke 
out. After the militia and strikers 
participated in the battle and fire at 
the miners’ tent colony at Ludlow on 
April 20, when twenty-one were 
killed, and after other serious con- 
fiicts, the militia was replaced by 
Federal troops. 

Of the $1,000,000 provided by the 
bond issue referred to by Gov. Am- 
mons in his message to the President, 
$691,000 already has been spent in 
past expenses of the militia. 
President Wilson in his telegram 
said he was “disturbed to hear of the 
probability of the adjournment of 
your Legislature and feel bound to 
remind you that my constitutional ob- 
ligations with regard to the mainte- 
nance of order in Colorado are not to 
be indefinitely continued by the in- 
action of the State Legislature.” 

GOV. AMMONS’'S REPLY. 
The Governor's reply was: 

“T regret exceedingly that you have 
been misinformed. The Legislature 
has just passed an act, which I have 
approved, providing for a bond issue 
oF $1,000,000 for the purpose of pay- 
ing the indebtedness which has been 
incurred and which may be incurred 
in suppressing insurrection and de- 
fending the State. 

“As soon as the bonds can be is- 
sued these funds will be avaliable 
and this State can and will control 
the situation. This is the only con- 
stitutional method of raising funds 
in the immediate future. In addi- 
tion to this act, the Legislature has 
enacted a law permitting the Gov- 
ernor to close saloons in times of dis- 
order, and also a law prohibiting the 
ecarrving and disposition of firearms 
in times of disorder. Moreover, a 
committee on mediation in the pres- 
ent strike has been provided for and 
appointed.”

JAILED TO AVOID EXECUTION. 


Says Sure Death Awaits Him Across 
the Border. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SAN DIEGO, May 16.-——Alleging 
that if the orders for his deportation 
were carried out and the immigra- 
tion authorities forced him across the 
line he would be executed by the Fed- 
eral soldiers at Tia Juana, Frederico 
Torres, alleged son of a rebel gen- 
eral operating with Gen. Carranza, 
is being held in the County Jail await- 
ing word from Washington as to his 


disposition. 

Torres was being taken to the 
boundary line this morning for de- 
portation, when he protested to Im- 
‘migration Inspector Harry Weddle. 
Although doubting the Mexican’s 
story, Weddle was loth to let the alien 
go to his death without giving him 
the benefit of the doubt and investi- 
gating his story. Accordingly he 
wired to Washington asking permis- 
sion to hold the deportation warrant 
in abeyance pending farther investi- 
gation. 

Torres was to be depo for vio- 
lation of section three of t United 
States immigration laws, which re- 
lates to the importation of women for 
immoral purposes. He perjured him- 
self when testifying before a board of 
special inquiry in the case of the 
woman concerned and was sentenced 
by Judge Olin Wellborn to serve 
three months at hard labor. At the 
expiration of the term which occurred 
yesterday, Torres was to be deported. 

The Mexican says he is bitterly 
hated and that a price is on his head, 
placed by the Federals through the 
actions of his father, who wes an 
ardent supporter of the Diaz regime 
and later took the field in the in- 
terests of the rebels.

All c'asses of society have been in- 
duced to dabble with these mysteries. 
Among the “intellectuals” there are 
thonsands of men and women who. 
after abandoning Christianity, have, 
in the search for some Kind of «pirit- 
val life which is an essential craving 
of the human heart, plunged into the 
dark labyrinths of occult science with 
littie knowledge and leas discretion. 
Boclety women and shop girls, scien- 


tists and city clerks, clergymen in 
large numbers and young men with 
a smattering of self-taught culture 
are indulging in seances, crystal gaz- 
ing, table turning, automatic writing, 
and the invocation of spirits by on 
means and another, to an extent which 
is incredible to those who, so far, 
have not come within the sphere of 
influence. 


A writer in the Chronicle, who 
designates himself “A Phychical Ex- 
pert,” publishes “A Warning to Spirit- 
ualists,” in which he says: 

“There is one man who is devoting 


| his life to counteract these spiritualis- 


tic practices. It is J. Godfrey Rau- 
pert, a well-known writer on spirit- 
istic phenomena and philosophy, and 
formerly a member of the Society for 
Psychical Research. For many 
years, while a clergyman of the 
Church of England, he was an ardent 
and indefatigable student of ‘spooks’ 
‘and the spirit world, attended in- 
numerable seances at home and 
abroad and obtained the experiences 
and opinions of men like Sir William 
Crookes, Prof. Lombro3zo, Prof. James 
of Harvard Untversity and other lead- 
ing authorities. There is no man in 
this country ‘who has been mére 
ateeped in the whole philosophy and 
practice of spiritualism, so that his 
present attitude on the subject is ex- 
ceptionally interesting. It is an at- 
titude of loathing and Aetestation, 
based upon the firm belief that such 
practices lead to insanity, immorality 
and epiritual debasement.” 
POWERFUL SPIRIT AGENCIES. 
In an interview with the writer Mr. 
Raupert explained his reasons for his 
abandonment of psychical research 
and for his solemn determination to 
fight against the growth of spiritual- 
“From my own investigations,” he 
said, “and from the evidence of men 
who can hardly be dishelieved, I be- 
came convinced that epirit agencies 
are at work in these phenomena 
which baffle all other explanation. 
During many private seances, at which 
I invariably adopted a critical and 


sceptical point of view, I exacted tests 
that admitted of no fraud on the part 


of those present. It was always 
necessary, for instance, to guard 
against words and actions rising out 
of the subconsciousness of the me- 
dium or his companions. Thus in au- 
tomatic writing when some one pres- 
ent finds the arm violently agitated 
and beginning to write under the ap- 
parent dictation Of spirits it is always 
conceivable that the sentences which 
he scrawis on the paper come from 
the subliminal self and are not due 
to independent spirit actions. 

“On one occasion, therefore, I put 
the paper in the center of the table 
beyond the reach of all hands, which 
were plainly visible. In the middle of 
the paper I placed the point only of a 
lead pencil. Presently the paper be- 
came luminous and began to move 
about in a sigzag fashion. Then sud- 
denly it was wafted up into the air 
and we could hear faint scratchings 
on it. When it came down again I 

it and saw that it was covered 
with little pencil smudges which con- 
veyed nothing to my mind. But up- 
on examining theseesmudges under a 
magnifying glass it was seen that 
each little dot of lead was a word 
written so minutely that no human 
j hand could have done it They 
formed into sentences, ethical piati- 
tudes without importance, such as 
those which are often given in auto- 
matic writing.” 

Mr. Raupert was present at many 
seances where all the usual “pheno- 
mena’ occurred, such as musical in- 
struments played without Visible 
agency, materialization of forms and 
faces, recognized by those present as 
in the likeness of dead friefids or rei- 
atives, and. fowers or fruits brought 
into the rooms in spite of locked 
doors. On one occasion a lot of lillies 
were deposited in a room which had 
been thoroughly searched and locked 
against all intruders, and the spirits 
deciared through the medium that 
they had been plucked from a neigh- 
boring greenhouse. The party instant- 
ly searched and saw, truly enough, 
where the flow had been broken 
off their stema. 

In America Mr. Raupert himeeli 
was photographed, and upon the plate 
being developed he saw his portrait 
surrounded by vague faces which he

BEHIND RETAINING 


OBSTRUCTION.

the Santiago Canyon for the purpose 
of impounding irrigation water. The 
matter is to be taken up with James 
Irvine of the Irvine Company, on 
whose land the dam, if built, will be 
constructed. Irvine is expected here 
from San Francisco in about two 
weeks. 

Quietly the ranchers have had en- 
gineers make careful examinations of 
the canyon, and their reports favor 
the construction of a concrete dam 
at what ia known as Fourth Cross- 
ing, one end of the dam to upon 
e tandmark called Man-Cow’ rock, 
the other end to reach bedrock in a 
jutting hill on the side opposite.

The dam as ng eye by the engi- 
neers will be 7 eet across the top 
and eighty-seven feet high at the 
center. A lake between a mile and

in a year of usual rainfal) enough 
water will be impounded to provide 
the irrigators with a continuous flow 
of 1600 inches during 200 days.

Into the Culebra Cut. 


Handling the Debris. 


Pending Labor Trouble. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

PANAMA, April 106.—Roeck and 
dirt are still moving down the Cu- 
ecaracha Slide into the Culebra Cut, 
but the engineers who have beer 
fighting the treacherous slides in this 
vicinity are at last gaining upon na- 
ture. Fears that the opening of the 
canal, set for January, 1915, would 
have to be postponed indefinitely, have 
been growing lest each day, for the 
dredges and steamshovels have been 
taking out the dirf and rock much 
faster than it slid ihto the canal. 

The Culebra Slide, just to the south 
of the Cucaracha troublé, is entirely 
at rest and it is hoped it will remain 
so, but the canal engineers will watch 
this treacherous hillside with some 
anxiety as the rainy season ap- 
proaches. Breaks already are show- 
ing far back from the canal prism 
and these may indicate a movement 
which might any day precipitate tons 
of crushed rock and dirt into the 
canal for the tireless dredges and 
steamshovels to remove. The coming 
wet season will be likely to loosen 
anything ready to slide. 

Dredging and hydraulic operations 
in the cut continue day and night. 
Back of Gold Hill the hydraulic pumps 
are washing away vast quantities of 
loose soil, greatly relieving the pres- 
sure which has forced so much of the 
dirt into the canal prism. At the 
toe of the slide the dredges have 
been busily engaged in removing the 
dirt ont of the channel itself while 
far up the side of the slide other 
hydraulic operations are tearing at 
the very heart of the hill. . 

Within a short time two new, large 
dipper dredges will be engaged. These 
are the largest yet built of this type. 
ne already has been received on the 
isthmus and is almost ready for opera- 
tion. At the same time the drede 
“Corozal”’ will begin deepening the 


twenty-five feet, to the required forty- 


This deepening of the channel. the 


sides at Gold, Culebra and Contrac- 
tors hills is constantly forcing the 
bottom of the canal upward. It ts 
anticipated that this will continue 
until the weight on the hillsides has 
been sufficiently lessened. | 
According to figures just com- 
piled there have been removed from 
the canal prism between Gamboa and 
Pedro Miguel, which Includes the en- 
tire Culebra Cut area, a total of 27.- 
000.000 cubic yards of dirt. with a 
probable 6,000,000 cubic yards re- 
maining to be excavated.

CLAIM POG AS 
Peculiar Pelief of the People of 
New Guinesn Practice 
Sorcery. 
[Lordon Chronicle:! There seems 
to be no end to the stories of strange 
peeplie and customs te be found in 
New Guinea. The latest news from 
this island te given by W. N. Beaver, 
resident magistrate in the western 
division of New Guinea. 
Two of the most interesting expe- 
éitions in which Mr. Reaver toek part 
were to the Glara country, which for 
three perts of the year is almost en- 
tirety suhbmereed. 
There people claim descent from a 
doe. They possess five totems, which 
‘are drawn on all their houses. Their 
| villages are erected on hillocks so as 
te be clear of the water, and the 
people of each village inhabit one 
larvre common houee. 

The center of thie huge building is 
a kind of common hall, which is used 
onty by the men. The women are not 
allowed to enter the buliding by the 
same door as the men. 

In the wilder parts of the country 
fhe chief ie a head sorcery. 
Tie elatms to be able to ‘separate his 
evirit from his bhedy and to send it 
on various missions, including that of 
Killing people. Quite recently a num- 
ber of sorcerers went by the house of 
a retive on whom they cast a spell by 
pointing at him a human bone. They 
afterward murdered their victim. 

Mr. Reaver exriored large tract 
of country in Dutch New Guinea, 
where the matiority of the people had 
never before been visited. These were 
very primitive folk, armed with bows 
and arrows.

American troops in Mexico brings to 
notice the fact that ten United States 
army officers, representing all 
branches of the service, are on duty 
in France for instruction in French 
military training. They are here by 
permission of the French govern- 
ment, given upon request of the 
United States and are welcomed in 
the friendliest spirit. It appears to 
be the intention of the War Depart. 
ment at Washington to have six offi- 
cers continuousiy on service in France 
So that French experience and French 
military science may from year to 
year be available for the United States 
army. Occasionally an English off- 
cer or officers from the Halkan and 
other emaller States have had permis- 
sion to serve with one or another of 
the French regiments but it would 
seem that no foreign army, not even 
the Russian, has during this genera- 
tion had such opportunities to know 
the French military system as the 
Americans now have.

Indian.

serve. His enemies, on the other 
hand, profess to see in him some of 
the vices of Indian blood. 

From what I have seen of Gen. 
Huerta in the field, in private life, 
and as a President, I would say that 


‘he combines in himself both the vir- 


tues and the faults of his race. In 
battle I have seen him expose him- 
self with a courage worthy of the 
best Indian traditions; nor have ii! 
ever heard it intimated by any one 
that he was a coward. One of his 
strong points as & commander was 
that he was a man of few words. On 
the other hand, his own soldiers at 
the front hailed him as a stern and 
cruel leader; and some of the things 
that were done to his prisoners-of- 
war at the front were enough to 
curdle any one's blood. 

It was during a moment of con- 
viviality that Gen. Huerta once re- 
vealed his true sentiments toward the 
United States and ourselves. This was 
during a banquet given in his honor 
at (Mexico City, on the eve of his 
departure to the front in Chihuahua, 
last year. On this occasion an Eng- 
lishman, who had long been on terms 
ot intimacy with Huerta, asked the 
general what he would do if North- 
ern Mexico should secede to i the 
United States, and the “Americans 


should take a hand in the fray. This 


question aroused Gen. Huerta to the 
following extemporary speech: 


“IT am not afraid of the gringoes. 
Why should I be? No good Mexican 
need be afraid of the gringoes. If 
it had not been for the treachery of 
President Santa Ana. who sold him- 
self to the United States in 1847, we 
should have beaten the Yankees then, 
as we surely shall beat them the next 
time. Let them cross the Rio Bravo! 
We will send them back with bloody 


heads. 


“We Mexicans need not be afraid 
of any foreign nation. Did we not 
beat the Spaniards? Did we not also 
beat the French, and the Austrians, 
and the Belgians, and all the other 


Huerta himeelf proudly says that 


foreian adventurers who came with 


would have beaten the gringoes had 
we had a fair chance at them, The 
Texans, who beat Santa Ana at San 
Jacinto, must krow, were not 
éringoes, but brother Mexicans, of 
whom we have reason to be proud. 

“To my mind, there are only two 
real nations in the world, beaides our 
old Aztec nation. Those nations are 
England and Japan. 

“All others cannot properly be 
called nations, least of all the United 
States, which is a mere hodge-podge 
of other nations. One of these days 
England and Japan and Mexico will 
get together, and after that there will 
be an end to the United States.”

ESCONDIDO, May 16.—Engineer 
Hawgood of Los Angeles has been 
In the valley for several days in the 
employ of the Escondido Mutual 
Water Company on business con- 
nected with the installation of power 
plants and the raising of the big 
storage reservoir, seven miles east of 
the city.

From expressions of opinion that The 


Lieutenant-Governor, it is apparent that rep- | 
resentative citizens, both men and women, 
not only acknowledge that it is reasonable, 
but heartily approve of the proposal. A 
few objections have been made, but in the 
main they are the same objections that were 
advanced to keep suffrage from women—the 
implication that women are not equal to the 
responsibility. As yet no statutory objec- 
tion has been urged, and attorneys say they 
do not think one of that nature is possible; 
nor any other objection that is particularly 
convincing, especially to those who have 
ey to a realization of women's capabili- 
t 

Mrs. Robert J. Burdette has called atten- 
tion to the more or less obvious fact that as 
“old women” of the politically favored sex 
have heid the office, it might be well to 
give the “new women” a little consideration. 


No argument is needed to demonstrate that | 
} humerous women have evinced ability, judg- 


ment and sincerity. at least equal to that 
displayed in the office of Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor within the memory of even children. 

Former Judge Wheaton A. Gray sees no 
valid objection, and goes further in saying: 
“I would be delighted to work and vote for 
& woman for Lieutenant-Governor. The Re- 
publican party made possible the enfran- 
chisement of women in California, and the 
greatest of all Republicans, Abraham Lin- 
coln, favored it.” 

Professional men and women, and espe- 
Clally those who have taken an active or 
sympathetic part in the campaign for en- 
franchisement, look upon the suggestion as 
a grand way in which to show the women of 
California that they are not only highly re- 
spected, but are more than theoretically ac- 
cepted as the political equals of men, and 
that they are entitled to share honors and 
responsibilities with the men. 

The women themselves are confident of 
their ability to fill the position. They have 
proved, to practically all who were sincerely 
inclined to doubt, that they have a grasp of 
governmental affairs which entitles them to 
consideration; they have done superior work 
in many public enterprises; they have dis- 
played and maintained an interest in all 
matters pertaining to the commonwealth, 
and have given energetic assistance to the 
furtherance of civic welfare. It is no un- 
common thing to elect men to the office of 
Lieutenant-Governor whose actual political 
and parliamentarian experience has not been 
So great as that of many women in Califor- 
nia. And tn other respects there seams to 
be no reason for believing that the dignity, 
judgment and perception of a number of 
women who could be named is inferior to 
that of the average man who is given the 
office. 

To many it seems decidedly advisable that 
the Republican party at this time recogni#e | 
the right of women to representation in the 
great offices of the State. It was the Re- 
publican party which gave enfranchisement 
to the women of California, and it is only 
natural that their appreciation should in a 


that party. And the party can in no way 
so effectively attest its faith in the princi- 
ples of suffrage and the intellectual equality 
of women than by extending them—at this, 
the first genera! election since the suffrage 
law was passed—a distinctive and highly 
coveted place upon its ticket. And, as The 
Times has said before, it would perhaps not 
only be a gracious but a judicious advance 
for the party to make possible the nomina- 
tion of a woman. 

However, it must be understood by both 
those who approve and those who do not ap- 
prove of the proposal that there is no or- 
ganization in the Republican party—as in 
the Progressive party—which can pick and 
choose the candidates at will. The Pro- 
gressives have already set up their candi- 
dates, saying to the people: “Vote for John- 
son and Eshleman, and none others.” The 
mass of Republicans themselves will nomi- 
nate the candidates for the Republican ticket 
at the primary election and choose those 
candidates from the men—and, it may be, 
from the women—who express themselves 
as willing to accept the offices. And it is not 
unlikely that if the suggestion to nominate

When there is an election every other 
day these gentry do, of course, keep in the 
public eye to some extent, but elections do 
not always draw a crowd, and if they keep 
piling "em up it may pan out the way it 
does in some districts in the South, where 
about the only ballots cast are by election 
officials.

Concentrated Attention Paid to 
Bodily Allments and Improvements 


May Have a Delcterious Effect. 
[The Argonaut:}] One likes to as- 


sense, but it is a liking that we shal! 
have to restrain if current reports 
prove to be well founded. We are 
told that twenty young girls have 
been selected for a hygienic. experi- 
ment that will take eleven years to 
produce its results. These girls are 
to undergo a special course of train- 
ing and are to be virtually isolated in 
such a way as will tend to make 
them “physically perfect above every- 
thing else.” 

Now, why should a girl be physi- 
cally perfect above everything else? 
To the mind unadulterated by hy- 
gienic insanities it would seem some- 
what more important that girls. 
should be morally and intellectually 
perfect “above everything else."” And 
how can we expect even physical per- 
fection from girls whose minds for 
eleven tong years are to be concen- 
trated upon their own health, who 
are to be incessantly reminded of 
their bodies by ever detail of their 
daily lives. It will be fairly safe to 
predict that all of these girls will be 
neurasthenics, dyspepics and hydro- 
chrondriacs, One wonders what 
their silly mothers are thinking of. 
We are hearing a lot too much 
about the advantages of physical 
health. Good health is produced not 
by care, but by a sort of common- 
sense carelessness, a wise neglect, 
and an occupation of the mind with 
things that do not relate wholly to 
one’s self. Too much hygiene can 
be trusted to undermine even the 
most robust constitution. Even, a 
healthy crocodile would succumb, 
not to germs, but to the fear of 
germs. The man who is not partic- 
ularly anxious to live can be killed 
only with a hatchet. The man who 
“takes care of his health” ts signing 
his own death warrant. 


JAPAN’S COTTON INDUSTRY. 


The Number of Spindles in Opera- 
tion Has Almost Trebled in Only 
Three Years. 

[Baltimore American:] If cotton 
manufacture is as yet an infant in- 
dustry in Japan, it is surely a rapidly 
growing infant. Last year, owing, it 
ie gaid, to China’s increased demand 
for cotton following the revolution, 
there was a tremendous increase. 
Thus the number of spindles in op- 
eration had already arisen from 760,- 
000 in 1897 to more than 2,000,000 
in 1911, and more than 400,000 spin- 
dies were added in 1912. The in- 
dustry is about fifty vears old; 
1882 there were only 30,000 spindles 
at work. What this imports as re- 
gards America is indicated by the 
Japan Magazine, from which we take 
the figures above.

REFERS ARREST. 


INSURANCE MAN CHARGED WITH 
FORGING CHECK. 


Former Prosperous Angeleno Sur- 
renders to Berkeley Police When 
His Nerves Are Worn by Imagined 
Surveillance of Detectives Met on 
Every Hand. 


Everybody seemed to have turned 
detective, constable or police- 
man to Robert E. Ys, for- 
merly a prosperous insurd man of 
this city, after he heard that he was 
wanted here for the alleged forgery 
of the name of George E. Brazier, 
president of the Los Angeles Under- 
writing agency, cHeek for $31.85. 
He surrendered to thé police in 
Berkeley and was brought here yes- 
terday by the Nick Harris detective | 
agency. In court he was released on 
his own recognizance until his hear- 
ing Wednesday. 

The son of wealthy parents, and 
fermer sergeant-major in the army, 
and also former member of the Gov- 
ernor’s staff in Missouri, Mills became 
prominent locally in insurance work 
when he was vice-president of the 
insurance firm of Scott, Powell & 
Keely. | 

When he withdrew from that firm 
he went to San Francisco. There he 
learned that he was wanted on a 
warrant charging him with forgery. 

Immediately he believed that de- 
tectives were trailing him. When he 
talked by chance with a man he hap- 
pened to meet casually, it always 
seemed that the man had some ulte- 
rior motive, and that the talk always 
turned to crime and fugitives. 

It made him nervous. So he went 
to Mill Valley, a small town across 
the bay from San Francisco. He 
spent the day in quiet there, and was 
at the station to return to San Fran- 
cieco when he observed a man watch- 
ing him: closely. The man casually 
lifted aside the lapels of his coat and 
displayed a constable’s star. Mills 
said yesterday that he thought, of 
course, the man had identified him. 

“Are you a stranger here?’ the con- 
stable asked with little geniality. 
“Yes,” said Mills and made ready for 
arrest. 

“Well, I want you " and the 
constable seemed to halt over his 
words. Then Mills felt that all, was 
over at last and was somewhat re- 
lieved. 

“You want me for what?” he said. 
“Well, stranger, I want you to sam- 
ple some of that spring water over 
there: they tell me it is the greatest 
in this part of the country.”

NEW WOMAN.” 


ASADENA, May 16.—Pasadena 
p women and men, too, today ex- 

pressed themselves candidly in 
favor of a woman for Lieutenant- 
Governor. Here are some of their 
statements: 

Mrs. Robert J. Burdette: If ever 
a country needed aieeisortea? it is our 
country, and of all the States that 


need it now California can lay strong- 
est Claim, with its peculiar probiems in 
the next four years. Our State gov- 
ernment, while not paternal, is greatly 
in need of the characteristic influence 
that is peculiarly woman’s—courage— 
for the courage of motherhood is 
greater than that of battie; justice 
that is untainted with self-interest. 
high principle that is uncolored by 
party presedent, and independence 
that is born of recent enfranchise- 
ment. The attitude of the women of 
California since the franchise became 
their privilege has marked them as 

ng executive ability, intelli- 
gence, sanity and sincere earnestness, 
‘and there is no reason if the capable 
woman is ht and consents to be 
nominated and is elected for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, or any other high of- 
fice, why she should not serve. We 
have in the past had some “old wom- 
en” for Lieutenant-Governors. Why 
not try a “new woman?” 

Mrs. Clara M. Odell, member Pasa- 
dena Board of Trade and the first 
woman elected to a pubiie office in 
Pasadena: The idea is all right if 
the time is ripe, and I shouldn't won- 
der if it ia. I do not think a woman 
should be elected to the office just 
because we have woman's suffrage in 
California and a woman may hold the 
office, but if a candidate is found who 
has the requiremente-—-and there 
surely are many such—there is no 
reason why she could not be quite as 
efficient in office as aman. As to 
the physical exertion of attending the 
work involved, I do not, think that 
would be found to be too great. 

Former Mayor T. P. Lukens: it 
seems to me to be altogether a ques- 
tion of what the women want them- 
Selves. It is my suggestion that the 
women 4f tZ/e State take a straw vot:

Mrs. Calvin Hartwell, president of 
the Shakespeare Club: I have no 
doubt that we have many women in 
the State who are capable of holding 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor so 
far as their mental qualifications go. 
Whether or not a woman could stand 
the physical strain is ahother mat- 
ter. Il am not so sure of that, but if 
one could it would be a very admira- 
ble thing to have a women in the 


office. Wotmhen make fine presiding 
Officers. They are especially adapted

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


French Statistics Give a New Idea 

of the Fidelity of Widows and the 

Infrequency of Legal Separations. 

{New York Times:] Some interes- 
ing conclusions in regard to French 
character may be drawn from the 
marriage and divorce statistics of 
Paris, which have just been published, 
Of the 31,611 marriages held there 
in 1912, in only sixty-one cases was 
the bridegroom more than 25 years 
older than the bride, whereas 7171 
courageous women married men 
much younger than themselves. 

Of 2905 widows, 813 married with- 
/in a year of their widowhood, while 57 
deferred a second matrimonial ven- 
ture for over a quarter of a century. 
In other respects, also, the fidelity of 
the Paris widow is remarkable. Of 
2525, only 25 married at all, and 
these after twenty-five years. It is 
true that black is becoming, but then, 
generally, only as a means to an end, 
and in the foregoing cases the end 
was postponed as long as possible. 

Nineteen hardened bachelors wait- 
ed till they were three-score and fif- 
teen or over before they took the 
plunge, and two “jeunes filles” were 
led to the altar at the age of 78. 

As to divorces, six young couples 
wanted their freedom before either 
' contracting party was 20, and 60 sud- 
denly found each other intolerable at 
75. The most frequent motive for di- 
vorce has been incompatibility of

MONTENEGRIN SURGEONS USE 


NO WATER. 


Pour Rakija Into the Holes and 
the Men Get Well—Their Ob- 
servances for the Dead Are Also 
Singular—Mourners Try:to Rival 
Kach Other in Walling.

“They poured rakija into me very 
often, and the wound got well, and 
in a year I was strong.” He is now 
a hale old man, and remarks that he 
has drunk rakija ever since, and no 
wine, for it is firmly believed that 
whichever you are dressed with— 
wine or rakija—you must always 
drink in future. 

In their observance for the dead 
they are no less singular, and for an 
account of these we are indebted to 
the vivid narrative of Miss Edith 


Durham, who spent some months 
among these most primitive but tn- 
teresting people. She had the privi- 
lege of being present at something 
like an Irish wake on one occasion. 
In this case there was only the sem- 
blance of a body, the:dead youth hav- 
ing been killed while fighting with 
the Russian army in Manchuria, and 
the news of his fate only reached his 
native village six months after his 
death. But he was duly mourned 
after the custom of his people. On a 
bier his clothes and weapons were 
laid, and this done, his relatives and 
neighbors began their mourning. 
They met at some distance from 
the house and came in procession— 
first the men, then the women. When 
within a hundred yards of the house 
they began the death wail; an awful, 


woe to us, my winged brother!” The 
@ry was taken in a quick breath 
which rapidly became a convulsive 
sob, and by the time they had reached 
the house all were in a state border- 
ing on frenzy. 

The men then hurled themselves 
into the room and danced madly in 
front of the corpse, or what should 
have been, leaping a yard high, 
thumping their . breasts with their 
great fists, and yelling frightfully.

They with- 
drew, some reeling with exhaustion: 
then came the women, who followed 
the same observances, save that they 
did not jump. And so, village by 
village, came the whole tribe to 
which he belonged. Some did not 
even know the poor boy's name, and 
had to be coached in the details be- 
fore beginning to wail, but they 
sobbed as bitterly as any. Going home 
the mourners compared notes as to 
who had cried best. 

At the burying apples, bits of

Madam Kai Fu Shah 
takes not the slightest trouble to cover 
her dusky locks and twists them in 
the conventional way which fashion 
dictates at present. 
“IT am so much of an American,” 
gaid she, “that I have not the sense of | 
novelty which makes one’s first im- 
pressions so vivid. You see I lived 
many years in New York where both 
my father and my husband were con- 
nected with the consular service, but 
we were in Peking during the revolu- 
tion which overthrew the ancient em- 
pire and from my windows I ‘could 
hear the cannon booming over the 
capital.

employed in stores or in cafes, where 
they were unknown a decade or more 
ago. . 

“We encourage our girls not to dis- 
continue their needlework, an accom- 
pliishment in which China has giorted 
for centuries past. Ve do not wish 
them to lose any of the fteminine 
grace, notwithstanding their intellec- 
tual culture. Needlework is woman's 
highest expression, the only thing in 
which she excels man, and in which 
man cannot compete, and we are 
proud that the women of China were 
perfect in this art when ignorance 
and uncouth ways enveloped many of 
the now cultivated races of Europe. 

“I feel sympathetic towards suf- 
frage, but then I cling to .the old 
fashioned ways. I have eight chil- 
dren, and a large household to di- 
rect and I should not find time to 
study the question sufficiently to give 
an opinion of any value. Coming to 
Washington does not mean as much 
of a change to me as it would to most 


of my countrywomen. I made many 


visits when we resided in New York 
and I ghall take up new duties with 
a feeling of having at least a work- 
ing knowledge. We have already a 
legation and we shall add to its fur- 
nishings little home touches of our 
own, My daughters ars delighted to 
be in Washington and will add great- 
ly to my pleasure in being here. The 
boys attended public schools in New 
York and were enthusiastic ad- 
mirers of a Republican form of gov- 
ernment before the chafige came. . 

Chinese ministers are always 


among the most scholarly members 


of the diplomatic cor and it is an 
acknowledged fact that none of a 
common-place order has ever been 
assigned here. Wu Ting Fang con- 
tinues to be a dominant figure and 
his influence was felt throughout the 
country as well as in the Orient. The 
last representative of the Chinese em- 
pire, Chang Hi was a delightful gen- 
tleman, educated partially at Har- 
vard and at Oxford. His three 
Gaughters took a course while 
here. The youngest, Miss Lily Chang 
graduated with signal honors in the 
Medical College of Johns Hopkins and 
is now a practicing physician in Can- 
ton. The present envoy is of ripe 
years and broad experience. Coming 
to this country as an undersecretary 
of the Consul-General in New, York, 
he married the daughter of his chief, 
and rose rapidly to prominence. He 
has been for years a dilicent and 
sympathetic student of English history 
or rather the philosophy of history 
with its kindred branches, literature 
and science. The oldest son bears 
the name of Lincoln, the result of Mr. 


Shah's excursions into recent history 


of the American Republic. He is a 
profound student of the drama and 
he has enrolled himself among the 
adherents of the Baconian theory 
about the Shakespeare plays. The 
second boy is called Francis Bacon 
and is to enter a schoo) here prepar- 
story for college.

She 
plays the lute well and has a charm- 
ing light soprano voice. Music, as 
known in this country, is only a re- 
cent introduction into China. But 
professors of music are now attract- 
ing many of the children of the 
wealthy classes and the lute and the 
guitar may be seen as often as in the 
Latin countries. 

The Chinese legation was erected 
by Wu Ting Fang and that astute 
statesman had the pleasure of being 
its first tenant after about two years 
absence from this Capital. It is 
splendidly equipped in accordance

* Such a boulevard, as far as it 
goes, is Occidental boulevard, in the 
Westlake-Wiishire district. Here, the 
property owners have already done, 
in a limited way, what the West 
Adams owners expect to. accomplish. 
The beauty of the street fully justi- 
fies all the expense incurred. Un- 
fortunately, however, Occidental 
boulevard, starting at Sixth street, 
comes to an abrupt and inglorious stop 
at First street. Arrangements should 
be made at once to carry it at its 
present width and in an unbroken 
lime to Sunset boulevard. When it 
is considered that there is no such 
thing as a continuous and serviceable 
north-and-south travel artery between 
Figueroa street and Vermont avenue, 
the benefit to be derived from the 
project will be plainly evident. A 
boulevard of this character would be 
a tremendous asset to a part of 
Northwest~Los Angeles that, largely 
because of streets that get nowhere, 
has long been hampered in its de- 
velopment. Asa show street, it would 
be. an asset ta the entire city. For 
the very reason that so good a be- 
ginning has been’ made, the exten- 


sion of Occidental would naturally 


suggest itself as a logical early step 
in the carrying out of a city boule- 
vard plan. A similar opportunity is 
open to the property owners along 
and near Andrew's boulevard. Will 
they seize it? 


Now the Time. 

In attempting to devise anything 
like a comprehensive street-and- 
botlevard plan, Los Angeles would be 
brought facé to face with serious 
municipal mistakes of other years. 
Throughout the past there has been 
too much laxity upon the part of the 


oy in permitting the platting of new 
subdi 


visions. As the result, inade- 

quate provision has been made for the 
continuation on straight lines of es- 
tablished streets. Behold the crooked- 
ness of almost every principal street 
in the city as a direct consequence. 

What-ie needed is a most careful 
study of the street situation. There 
are possibilities undreamed of. if it 
were but Known. It is true that it 
will cost more to straighten out 
streets,. where this is desirable, than 
it would have cost: had the various 
plats been made to conform to proper 
restrictions in the first place, but the 
expense now would be infinitely less 
than it will be ten ye from now, 
when such straightening out may 
have become imperative. It is said 
that if Washington street were laid 
out on a straight line instead of in 
a series of jogs, it would open directly 
into the plaza at the front of the 
South Pacific depot: Think of the 
possibilities of a boulevard from the 
very gate of Los Angeles, straight 
across the city and on to the shores 
of .the Crescent Bay that were neg- 
lected when the municipality  per- 
mitted the haphazard extension of the 
street. 

There are obvious first steps in such 
a practical city-planning campaign as 
would be involved in an attempt to 
give Los Angeles a sane street and 
boulevard system, however, and these 
should not be overlooked. Oppor- 
tunities such as that represented by 
the West First-street-boulevard proj- 
ect, the contemplated opening of val- 
uable traffic arteries through Bunker 
Hill, should not be put off a moment 
longer than is necessary. The kick- 
ers against such enterprises are their 
own worst enemies for the most part 
and are hampering city progress and 
development.

{Lesiie’s Weekly:] There is reason 
for =li thihgs. The unreasonable man 
is a disturber, the unreasonable wom- 
an a nuisance, and the unreasonable 
child @ sorrow. We should be reason- 
able with each other. Let us stop and 
think a moment. 

In the competition for business and 
in the struggie to secure the highest 
efficiency, great corporations were or- 
ganized by combining smaller units.

The government interfered and the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
was finally called to pass upon the

That court decided that the corpora- 
tions should be dissolved, but that the 
dissolution should not be destructive, 
thet the work should be done in the 
light of reason. The highest court in 
the United States insisted that the 
voice of reason should be listened to. 
Reason is always right. Some are 


‘finding fault with the work of the 


court and wanting to undo it all 
again. Is this reason? . 
he reduction in the tariff will un-

dou It has always done so and will 
do so again. But manufacturers are 
warned by the government that if they 
reduce working hours or wages to 
meet increased competition from 
abroad, they must stand an investiga- 
tion. It is absurd to believe that any 
manufacturer would close his shop to 
spite the government. There is no 
reason in this. 
Everybody is preaching efficiency in 


business methods. Efficiency mean#®}, 
§Marger profits, larger business and 


greater incomes. Now we are having 
legislation that taxes efficiency, that 
places the heaviest burden on the 
largest enterprise and the largest in- 
come. Is this reason? 

The regulation of the railroads by 
the government and by the respective 
States is accepted as long as it is rea- 


sonable. Now it i proposed not only 


to regulate but to run the railroads 
by governmental authority. The rail- 
roads belong to the stockholders. If 


governmental control should lead to aj* 


loss, the burden must be borne by the 


shareholders. The government will 


not help to bear it. Is this reason? 
The national banks are owned by 


their shareholders. It is now pro- 


posed to force every bank to con-

ATER PROBLEM 
IS SERIOUS ONE. 


WORTH MILLIONS 
MAY BE ENDANGERED. 


That ip Handling 
Trouble Would Twelve 
Million Dollars Ol! in 
Midway-Suneset Field Is Indicated — 
by Bureau’ Report. 
That carelessness fn handling the 
water problem ‘in the oll fields of 
the Midway-Sunset district is likely 
te endanger some $12,000,000 of the 
oll resources of the State, is indi- 
cated by figures given in a bulletin 
recently issued by the State Mining 
Bureau. P 
“The t..importance sys- 
tematic aod of underground wa- 
ter is well illustrated in one particu- 
lar portion of the Midway-Sunset 
field, where severa! operators are be- 
ing injured and the oll resources of 
the State ruthiessly wasted. There 
are two known oll sands in this par- 
ticular iocality, both productive. 


There ere water-bearing sands above 


the upper off sand. When a well is 
drilled thte the lower sand two extra 
strings of casi (about 2000 feet of 
eight-inch and 2500 feet of six-inch) 
should be inserted to keep the water 
out of the upper sand. The extra 
casing and labor may amount to $10,- 
000 per well. Some operators heve 
negiected or refused to drill their 
wells tn this manner and have seri- 
ously damaged others whose wells are 
dependent upon the upper send. be- 
small diameter 
to allow deeper drilling. 

“An approximate idea of the ulti- 
mate logs that will ensue, unless the 
top send is protected may be gained 
from the following figures: A single 


well, at present producing, has, during 


the last three and a half years, pro- 
@uced almost 300,000 barrels of oil. 
Other wells, though not so large, 
should produce for a much longer 
time than three and a half years, and 
the figure is not an unreasonable 
one in assuming their total produc- 
tion. The upper sand extends over 
some 400 acres, and at five acres 
well should supply eighty wells. 

not less than 24,000,000 
barrels, or $12,000,000.” 

The water problem in the Califor- 
nia oll fields has been one of the 
most serious of the physical char- 
acter which has faced the operator, 
and a great deal of energy has been 
brought to bear upon its solution, 
with the result that bie ad- 
vances have lately been made to- 
ward success. 

There are sections of the fields 
which are badly water-logged, and 
which give producers no end of trou- 
ble in separating the oil from the 
water, or even in securing any oil 
at all. A e company which has 
had considerable difficulty with wa- 
ter in ite wells is one of the California 
Petroleum Corporation subsidiaries. 
Last year this trouble was largely 
responsibie for the cutting of the 
company’s common dividend. These 
wells afe in the Coalinga district. « 


Senator A. T. Currier, who is drilling 


for oll on his ranch property, ie much 
encouraged over prospects. The well 
hes been put down now to a depth of 
about 3100 feet and has a showing 
of oil. 

Operations have been suspended 
temporarily by Supt.

BISBEE RESOURCES. 
MANY YEARS WORK. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
BISBEE (Aris.) May 15.-—-A local 
mining engineer haa figured out that 
south of the main business section ot 
Bisbee ore bodies have been developed 
on no leas than 11,000 feet of mining 
claims, and it is estimated that not 
leas than fifty years of active work is 
assured underground. Further, there 
le not the slightest doubt that the ore 
bodies continue southward, and some 
persons express the belief that the 
deposits at Cananea, fifty miles away, 
ee the same ore strike as that of 


bee. 

While ore of value has been dis- 
covered to the northward, the rea! 
mineralized sone of the district starts 
on the hiliside above the city, where 

lver carbonate ores even now are 

ing extracted after more than twenty 
years of exploration. Below these are 
the original open workings of the Cop- 
per Queen and then at the depth of 
only a few hundred feet, in old 
Cear shaft, start the sulphides that 
have given the district such wonder- 
l riches. These sulphides go deeper, 
by im masses, rather n 
veins, until they are being worked 
at more than 1600 feet of depth down 
in the Warren section. 


Tt is not improbable that mining 
operations in ‘Bisbee before many 
years ll reach even the depthe 
known in the Calumet and Hecla 
field of Michigan.

MARKET FOR OIL 
SOON TO BE REALITY. 


Business Is Still Largely 


Petroleum Trade and Pric es Seis te Assume Uni- 
versal Aapect, as Result of Capital Investments, Open- 
ing of Canal, and Other Significant Developments. 


Localized, 


S A DIRECT result of the:con- 

centration of the business into 

more powerful corporations’ 
hands, the completion of the Pan- 
ama Canal, and above all as a result 
of the remarkable increase in the 
extent and development of the indus- 
try, oll is soon to enter the class of 
products having a world market. Al- 
though in the matter of production 
area, the petroleum business is of 
world-wide extent, it has needed the 
added impetus of recent happenings 
to point the way for the industry to 
bécome a globe-circling one from the 
marketing standpoint. 

The industry still to a great extent 
is loéalized in the matter of prices, 
but there is no doubt that with the 
enormously better facilities for eeean 
trensportation, afforded by the open- 
ing of the canal, as well as because 
of the present vast investments of 
capital in the business, a more im- 
mediate relation will be established 
between the values, not only of Cali- 
fornia and Mexico and the eastern 
and southern poftions of the United 
States, for instance, but with Europe 
and the Orient as well, A certain 
relation existe between the prices in 
different eastern sections, t the 
California market is unaffected by 
price changes which now take place 
east of the Rockies or in Mexico. 
They would have to be very remark- 
able indeed to make themselves felt. 

Such is not the case for instance 
with a world-product like sugar, or 
copper, or steel, or many other com- 
modities that are in widespread de- 
mand, and that are produced in many 
sections. The market for sugar in 
Los Angeles is dependent on the price 
in New York. The same is true of 
the relation between the New York 
and London markets for copper, or 
other metals. and cotton are 


in the ranks of world-products from 
a marketing standpoint. 

One of the chief objections to a 
closer relationship between the east- 
ern and the western oil-producing 
sections has been the long railroad 


haul across the Rocky Mountains, 
which has forbidden an interchange of 
products. Oil essentially is a pro- 
duct which is handled best over seas, 
in the broader field of the export 
trade. With Mexico, for instance, 
sea-transportation is now absolutely 
necessary for the marketing of the 
output, which total over 256,000,000 
barrels last year. 

California, of course, has had the 
bénefit of a large demand along this 
coast, but the localized market has 
retarded — advances. With a 
larger field for export and better 
transportation facilities made avail- 
able, as will be the case when the 
canal is completed, the ultimate future 
of the business from a standpoint of 
the of] man in this State takes on a 


It may thus be seen that the trans- 
formation of oi] into a world-product, 
as far as marketing is concerned, 
should react to the benefit of this 
State, provided, of course, Oklahoma 
and Mexico do not become menacing 
factors in the world trade on account 
of their over-production. For the 
present the latter is not to be feared, 
and the former is not sufficient of 


itself now to exercise a damaging ‘in- / 


fluence on the world trade. 

The chief reason for optimism in 
relation to the world market for ofl, 
is the increasing uses to which the 
product is being put. “The oil in- 
dustry throughout the world is at- 
tracting more attention than ever 
before,” says the Wall Street Jour- 
nal in a recent special article. “Re- 
ports of new oi] concessions and dis-

22.—-Q.: Herewith plesse find a 
stick pin containing a cabochon of an 
unknown and unnamed mineral. Per- 
haps you can tell me what it is. You 
seem to have a knack of finding out 
things. I found the bit of meteorite, 
out of which this cabochon was cut, 
on Long Mountain, not far from 
Alamogordo, N. M., while in the em- 
ploy of the General Land Office, as 
special agent, about fifteen years ago. 
I supposed it to be some form of iron 


and sent it to my lapidary in Denver, 


Colo., to have it cut and mounted. 
The piece originally measured about 
three-eighths by five-eighths by one- 
quarter inches, with smoothly melted 
edges, and the entire surface covered 
with fine fissures such as is shown on 
some oriental crackle-ware; much 
finer, perhaps, and showing surface 
incandescence while passing through 
our atmosphere. The lapidary could 
not name the mineral, but some years 
azo while in Washington, D C., I 
called at the Smithsonian Institution 
and Mr. Wirt Tassin, the mineral- 
ogist, though not certain as to its 
real nature, which he said could not 
be determined except by analysis, 
which might ruin the gem, gave it a 


scientific name which I have forgot- 


ten. When I ased him as to its 
value, he said that could not be fixed 
because it would be sentimental 
largely, but had I offered it to him 
before it was spelled by cutting, he 
would have got me at least $500 for

In seven investigations made between 
1866 and 1881 the average of wages 
farm day labor (without board) 
in California and the other far west- 
ern States (where wages were high- 
est.) was 160 per cent. higher than in 
the South Atlantic States (where 
wages were lowest;) whereas in seven 
investigations made since 1898 the 
western States averaged 110 per cent.

per cent. higher. 


Farm Wages Increased Faster Than 
Factory Wages. 

The money wages of farm iabor 

have increased relatively more than 


wages for labor in factories during | ¢, 


the past twenty to thirty years. A 
comparison of the average of wages 
per employee in manufacturing in- 
d eS, as reported by the censuses 
of 1910, 1800 and 1890, indicates 
that the wages of such employees in- 
creased 22 per cent. in ten years 

(1900 to 1910,) and increased only 
128 per cent. in the twenty years 
(1880 to 1910;) the increase in tarm 
labor wages were 37 per cent. in the 
tem years and 65 per cent. in the 
twenty years. This relative gain of 
rural upon urban wages tends . to 
check automatically the movement 
from the country to city. 


Farm Wages Abroad. 

Wages of farm labor heve been 
increasing rapidly, not only in the 
United States} but in most, if not all, 
other countries of the world. In the 
central agricuitural region of Russia 
the Wage per day paid te male labor 
for the years 1901-1906 everaged 34 
kopecks (17.5 cents) at sor'ing time, 
60 kopecks (25.7 cents) at hay har- 
vest, and 64 kopecks (27.7 cemts) at 
wheat harvest. By 1910 these wa 
had increased to 65 kopecks (27.8 
cents,) 73 kopecks (37.6 cents.) and 
87 kopecks (44.8 cents,) respectively. 

In Hungary the wages of agricul- 
tural laborers increased 60 per cent. 
in the ten years from 1897 to 1907. 

In Denmark, from 1892 to 19805, 
wages of farm labor, with board, in- 
creased %0 per cent., and without 
board, 22 per cent. 

In Sweden wages of agricultural la- 
borers increased 38 per cent. in the 
ten years, from 1898 to 1908... 

For Norway we have data of the 

im country and in towns, where- 
in shown that wages with board in- 
creased 19.per cent. in country and 
16 per cent. in towns during the ten 
years, 1896 to 1906, thus showing a 
greater gain in country than in towns. 

In Japan, where economic condi-

The aver- 
age for the four seasons is 9 hours, 
48 minutes.

There may be some merit in a mini- 
mum wage law, but to set the rate 50 
high will naturally be detrimental to 
the interest of the people in Califor- 
nia, more especially in the great farm- 
ing and fruit industries. It is well 
enough to .establish a rate of pay, 
but some consideration must be given 
to the capacity of the person to earn 
it. There are thousands of cases in 
every State where, if a high minimum 
wage is established, there will be no 
.|employment for the inefficient, then 
the State will have to support them. 
While fixing the minimum wage, would 
it not be a wise amendment to this 
law to also fix the rate of efficiency 
that a person must have to entitle him 
to this rate of wage’? Of course, no 
one ever thinks of that or if they do

POOR CREDIT ABROAD. 
Uncertainties of Legislation Is Mak- 


[New York Times:] An interna- 
tional banking-house, having a con- 
giderable amount of a good issue of 
railroad securities to place recently, 
decided to offer part of the bonds 
abroad. It took the matter up with 
a large banking-house in Berlin, with 
whom it had done business on occa- 
sion. The German bankers declined 
to handle any part of the issue, not 
because they distrusted the bonds, but 
because the long-continued unrest in 
the United States has begun to get on 
BRurope’s nerves. With the declination 
of the offer came the following expla- 
nation, in German: 

“For three years Europeans, 
through dealings in American securi- 
ties, have not only been unsuccessful, 
but have suffered quite considerable 
losses.

Pacific, and then again the action

SEBALL appears to be having a more direct and permanent 
civilizing influence in the Philippines than has been in- 
, spired by the fear of bayonets and battleships. Such is 
the interesting, though not exactly surprising report from 
our Far Eastern possessions—and it contains food for com- 

ment and reflection. Far in the interior of the several 
islands, where the natives have little use’ for clothing other than the tradi- 
tional loin cloth, one can find stored away for safekeeping the apparatus 
necessary to play baseball. 

Recently, in fact, a company of constabulary landed from a steamer 
on Jolo Island, and shortly afterward received an object lesson in the far- 
reaching results of the game as taught by the American soldiers. As 
the military were pitching camp, they heard a tremendous uproar. Cau- 
tiously deploying through the jungle they reached a clearing, whence the 
sounds came, and perceived a ball game in spirited progress, with some 
thousand natives making pandemonium over a home-run. 

Baseball, as a colonizing or as a domestic influence, is medicine for 
millions—and its endorsement by the Philippines and by growing num- 
bers of Orientals simply confirms the verdict of the western world. Base- 
ball, in the best and biggest way of probably any game, involves the spirit 
of fair play. Free of that destroying element, gambling—the bane of so 
many sports—the game calls for the highest development of the mind 
and eye of the player, and has positively no equal as an all-round popular 
exhibition of athletic skill. Add 
the element of luck, or chance, 
and the result is an out-door 
game about as near perfect as 
human ingenuity can make it. 

No harmful influence is ever 
exerted in behalf of the game, 
no artificial stimulant is needed 
to keep it alive. There is no 
place in baseball for the gambler; 
no room in the ball park for his 
evil presence. The game, not- 
withstanding loose occasional 

charges, stands solely and hon- 
estly on its merits. | .

OHN D. ROCKEFELLER is no 

steam-roller; he is no tyrant, either 
in his domestic relations, in business, 
in church affairs or anywhere else. 
He never puts. things through over 
the heads of other people. He gives 
everybody a run for his money. 
Nothing is decided until all parties 
are heard. 

An executive has been described as 
one who decides quickly and is some- 
times right. Mr. Rockefeller does not 
decide quickly. The habit of the man 
is gracious, gentle, suave. His voice 
is low, and while he does not talk 
very much, yet his silence contains 
no menace. Any one who meets him 
is not abashed. 

I have seen him talking to Italian 
laborers, foremen, superintendents, 
and also to men high in the financial 
world, and seemingly his manner to 
ward each and all was the same. He 
is simple, frank and direct. He im- 
presses you as a man who has all the 
time there is. His feelings never run 
riot. He has the well-ordered mind 
that listens, considers, appreciates 
and then decides. His success in the 
business world has been no fluke. 

Mr. Rockefeller said to me, “I have 
been very fortunate in being associ. 
ated with able people.” And his genius 
is shown in his management of men. 

In his book entitled, Random Remi- 
niscences of Men and Events. Mr. 
Rockefeller lays bare his heart on va- 
rious’ interesting things. The book 
has a distinct literary style,.and this 
style is simplicity in itself.

ese. He speaks gently and quietly. In 
his book he tells of the men who have 
helped him most, and he pays them 
great tribute. 

Some of these were men of totally 
different temperament from himself. 
For instance, H. H. Rogers was what 
is called “a good sport.”

Rogers, and managed him by leaving 
him alone.

- Rockefeller is a primitive Baptist by 


prenatal tendency—a _ semi-ascetic, 
first cousin to the Quakers, Menon- 
ites and Dunkards. 

Mr. Rockefelle: likes to associate 
with plain people. Tobacco, strong 
drink and the wide social swath have 
never been for him. All of his pleas- 
ures are Of a very simple sort. He has 
been an expression of his times, and 
of the best in his times. He has played 
the game of business according to the 
rules laid down by the times, and as 
the times have changed so has 
changed John D. Rockefeller. 

Cosmic ankylosis has never caught 
him. His soul is not of the vintage 
of 1873, of 1883, nor 1893, nor 1903 — 
he has always been abreast of the 
times, or in the vanguard. Just now 
he is deeply interested in road-build- 
ing, tree-planting and farming. These 
three things he is studying from 
every possible point of view. He

knows what is being done at Ames, 
lowa; Manhattan, Kansas, and-at Cor- 
nell. He himself maintains dozens 
of scholarships at various agricul- 
tural schools. He does not tell you 
this— you have to get it by cross- 
questioning. 

He never boasts of what he has 
done or what he is going to do. In 
his nature there is nothing sordid, 
selfish, mean, contemptible. He is 
not resentful. His patience under 
criticism sets him apart as a marked 
man. He does not attribute wrong 
motives to people-—-he looks for 
everybody and every- 
thing. In his personality there is 
nothing of the parvenu. The man is 
modest, deferential, gentle, discrim- 
inating. He has a sense of values. He 
knows that the mere possession of 
wealth, of itself, makes no man great. 
And he, of all men, realizes that there 
are some things which money can not 
buy. 

He has infinite faith in the future 


of America. He knows that co-opera- 
tion means the elimination of Waste. 


He knows that wealth must not be 
hoarded. He invests and reinvests, 
and thus gives work directly and in- 
directly to millions. 

Until recent times Mr. Rockefeller 
has been a great borrower, and he has 
kept his credit absolutely untainted. 
He has never defaulted on his paper 
or “on a payroll. In his book he tells 
of the proud moment when he was 
able to borrow at a bank two thou- 
sand dollars on his own name — this 
before he was twenty. When he was 
thirty years of age he was borrowing 
money in a way that would have stag- 
gered his creditors if they had known 
how much he was owing. However, 
he was working out a definite plan, 
and that was the organization of the 
oil business so as to reduce the cost 
of pumping, refining, transporting, 
distributing, selling and advertising. 

Mr. Rockefeller is well, sinewy and 
strong. He has cut down his food sup- 
ply to Edison's ten ounces a day. He 
eats little meat, subsisting mostly on 
fruit, salads and milk. I noticed that 
his breakfast was usually just a baked 
apple, and nothing more. He goes to 
bed between nine and ten and is al- 
ways up before seven. He sleeps 
soundly, and no one can meet him and 
not be convinced that he enjoys life. 


_ His brain is active and he is hungry 


to know. He often refers to his “lack 
of education,” not realizing that in 
the broad sense he is one of the best 
educated men in the world. 

I think it is a source of great satis- 
faction to him that anyone who has 
invested money with him has made 
money. If they lost money, they did 
so by not “coming in” on his invita- 
tion. Those who lost did so by stay- 
ing out and fighting.

feller has the brain of Sir Isaac 
Newton, Alexander Von Humboldt, 
Herbert Spencer, or Thomas A. Edi- 
son. Nevertheless, he has succeeded 
in doing what he set out to do. And he 
has kept his sanity, and moved in the 
‘line of evolution, without getting sub- 


_ merged in success. He has played the 


game and played it according to the 
rules.. 

To free himself from importunity, 
he has organized a bureau to take 
care of his charities. Every applica- 
tion is referred to this bureau and in- 
vestigated. Said Mr. Rockefeller, “I 
used to give to the plausible and the 
persistent, until one day it came to 
me that this was not only unwise but 
silly. Just as if I would hire a fore- 
man because he begged to be hired! 
Now I delegate my giving to men 
whose judgment in these matters I 
consider better than my own.” And 
thus does Mr. Rockefeller make him- 
self free.
